The city of La Vila, iu the State of Core, 
having been conquered, that State also becomes one 
or the United States. The capture or the city or 
Maracaibo by General Eleazar Urdanatee, in com- 
mand of General PtUgar's troops, which was eaected, 
together with tho capture of the navv, attcr thirteen 
days' active fighting, assisted by the rebellion of tae 
garrison at the Fort or San Carlos, has completely 
brought the States of Venezuela under the national 
government In the West a small band or revo- 
lutionists still remain, but are being vjgoroisly 
followed up by General Jose J. Brelitlo, Minister of 
Warm commission. 


The reduction or taxes on real estate, the estao- 
lishtnent of districts for publicscnoo'is, the reduction 
or Import duties seventy per cent, the new organiza- 
tion or customs, the opening of new"roads from capi- 
tal to the West and South, tae completion or the

Once more in the 
history of to grande nation, Paris has been 
found to tie France. 


It is safe, we think, to say that France was 


never in her whole history so completely de- 
feated as she is at this moment. Was she 
ever so thoroughly exhausted ? In the year 
1814, when the English, Prussians, Austrians 
and Russians encamped on her territory and 
entered her capital in triumph, dictating what 
terms they pleased and imposing upon her a 
government, France had had over twenty 
years of experience of war, either intestine or 
foreign. The wars of the factions, guillotine, 
the wholesale massacres, the noyades, the 
wars of the republic, the wars of the empire, 
in spite of the stolen treasures which were 
brought to France by the armies of Napoleon, 
and, notwithstanding the assistance which was 
obtained from willing or unwilling allies, had 
sadly told on the population and resources of 
the country. 
Relatively and in presence 


of the 
fos r she is, for all immediate 


and practical purposes, weaker in 1871 
than she was in 1S14. At that date when she 
succumbed to the foe she had not sustained 
SO many crushing defeats—at least, not in so 
immediate succession. We have stated in 
these columns already that a careful calcula- 
ion would show that the losses of France, 
nclnding men and treasure, and taking into 
onsideration the destruction of her territory 
and the effects that must follow from her ter- 
rible prostration and humiliation, are incalcu- 
afaly greater than any she has experienced in 
er whole history. It is possible, in fact, that 
ranee has suffered more from this sis months' 


war than she has suffered from all her past 
wars put together. However this may bs, it 
will not be denied that she never was so thor- 
oughly and completely whipped. Not during 
all those months of bard fighting has she won 
a single victory which could have any real 
effect on the issne of the campaign. All her 
best generals and all her trained soldiers are 
either destroyed or made prisoners of war. 
Army after army has been raised; but every 
fresh army has rushed afresh to ruin. By 
those who think that France could and should 
prolong the struggle it ousiit to be remem- 
bered that she has only raw levies and inex- 
perienced generals wherewith to confront the 
trained armies and veteran officers of Ger- 
many. 
It would have besn madness for 


France in 1814 to prolong the fight against the 
allies. It wordd be greater madness to pro- 
long the struggle to-day, for the reason that 
whereas the allies were made comparatively 
weak by mutual jealousy, Germany is strong 
by a unity of organization, a unity of authority, 
a unity of purpose. 


It is vain to talk of a prolongation of the 


war. Lyons and Marseilles and the South 
generally may feel bad; but when even Gam- 
betta has given up the contest the South will 
see the propriety of accepting peace. The 
question of the hour is, what is to be the next 
form of government? Amid the chaos which 
at present reigns it is difficult to see how order 
is to emerge. To the war, which it is reason- 
able to conclude has now come to an end, will 
in all likelihood succeed a war of the factions. 
The moderate republicans, the red republicans, 
the legitimists, the Orleanists are all at work 
already. 
The Emperor William has acted 


wisely in granting the French people permis- 
sion to elect a National Convention. It was 
the simplest way to get out of ths difficulty. 
It was impossible for him to sign a peace 
treaty with the Government of the National 
Defence. It would have been an open insult 
to the French people to sign a peace

THE HTOOME TAX EKPKAt* BILL. 


The VICE PSESII>ENT announced the return froni the 


House of the Income Tax itcpeal bill, with an accompanying 
nggeshon on the part of the House that under section seven 
of article one of tno constitution the House had solo power 
to originate snch measures. 


Sir. SOOTT, (rep.) of Fa., moved to non-concnr In the rea- 


sons assigned by the Hoi^o for the return of tna bill, and 
ea&ed for a committee of conference on ihe difference of 
BptnJon between tbo two houses as to their privileges. Mr. 
Bcott, as the author of tho bill in tha Senate, proceeded t o 
argue that the position of tho House ^ras erroneous in 
assuming thai the bill proposed to rslee rcreane. 
He staled that Its only purpose was to dispense tritfl. 
certain taxes by modifying an existing law. He quoted from 
irathorities on constitutional law, from tha practice of the 
British parliament and opinions of former members of the 
Senate, to show that the constitutional prohibition against 
the power of the Senate to originate bills for raising revenue 
w appropriating money did not include bills to reduce reve- 
nue, and therefore the present measure was not obnoxious to 
that prohibition. The logical effect of the position of the 
Bouse would be to exclude from the Senate all questions 
which, might Incidentally affect the rerenuft. The same ques- 
tion had risen years ago unon a bill Introduced in the Senate 
by Mr* Clay, changing theVhole svstem of collecting dutleg 
on imports and modifying certain t&ies; but the objection to 
the power of the Senate was not maintained andtfae bill be- 
came a law. Under the objection now made the Senate 
treald be prohibited from passing a subsidy bill or prlrate 
bills of any kind. 
air. SHERMAN, frcp.) of Ohio, favored the motion for a 
conference committee, as a means of Becoring the adoption 
of a role on the subject of originating revenue bills, which 
obviate the difficulty that nadexlsted for twenty years. He 
Tegarded the matter as one exclusively pertaining to the 
rules, and hoced the reference would be made without fur- 
ther debate o'n the merits of the Question. 
Mr. WH.LIAJIS. CrepO of Oregon, thought the position of 
the House not altogether untenable. The ouestioa was 
Tc-heiher, under the jurisdiction oonf erred upon the Senate 
"by the constitution OTer bills relating to renewal, its power 
-was not limited to the mere amendment of such Dills. The 
proposition now was whether the Senate could originate a 
billTrtilca substantially changed a general system of taia- 
ikm. The Senate might originate bills Incidentally affecting 
that question; but as it certainly could not create a system 
of taxation the question now was whether it could originate 
ameasure to chance an existing system. In its nature the 
6IU in question came within ihe category of reveaue bills. 
Mr. SAULSBITST, (dem.; of DeL, said he would Ie*ve ths 
Senate fa a. few davs, but whfle still a. member be wished the 
body to maintain its dignity. The proDer proceedinei ia the 
ssreseni instance would be to ignore the message of the 
llouse altogether. He suggested it be smothered and time 
grren ihs lawyers of the House to get together and asfc leave

If ho pleased, he could assign tlmt right, 
that Inchoate title which he had in the land, to dome per3on 
who wiplied to RO West and locate on that lund: and If he did 
not it reverted to tbe government. The bfll could not operate 
for the benefit of land speculators because it required actual 
settlement.

Jlr- G'KKHS, (dem,) uf 111., was willing to admit that the bill 


an reported was a great Improvement on the existing law, but 
he preferred an amendment which he had ottered entitling 
honorably discharged soldiers who had served three months 
or less to land warrants to locate forty acres, those who bid 
served one vear or less to locate eighty acres, aud those wbo 
had served two years or less to locate 160 acres. 


Mr. GARHEI.IJ, (rep.) of Onto, while inciiued to favor the 
general principle of the bill, was rather dubious about the 
pollcv ol allowing assignments of the soldiers' titles iind he 
proceeded to show how injuriously that would work.

Excitement Over tbo Action of the Lieutenant 


Governor—Tbe Senate Invaded by a Police 
Force—Proposed Impeucement of tho lieu- 
tenant Governor—Tho House in Uproar—&. 
Bloody Feud in Frospcct- 


MEiirnis, Jan. 31, IS71. 


Tlie AvalancTie lias a special despatch, dated 


yesterday, iviiicli says tiiat since the meetiug of tlie 
Convention nothing of Interest lias occurred. Muck 
interest is manifested by all classes in the swearing 
of Brooks on Thursday *>3 the Lieutenant Governor, 
from twelve o'clock noon on Sunday until mid- 
night the Clayton men tvere in caucus. Even 
the Governor and the Supreme and Circuit Court 
judges Trere present, deliberating as to the proper 
course to pursue. The Iriends of Johnson seemed 
to Know that some trap would De spranit upon them 
to-day. Before the hour tor the Senate to convene 
the Chief of Police, with his entire force, marched 
into the Senate Chamber, and the men were posted 
in advantageous positions In the galleries and lobby. 
By whose order taey came no one seemed to Know, 
and. the Lieutenant Governor alone authorized the 
call. Suca aid had not been asked for. iladical 
Senators looked grave and thoughtful, as though 
some desperate deed was about to be done. "\Vhcn 
eleven o?cloct arrived, and the Lieutenant Governor 
not appearing, Mr. ilallory called the Senate to or- 
der, and on his motion the body adjourned until to- 
morrow. Ic was understood, that the police were 
present, to eject Mr. iiroots by force if he attempted 
to enter the Chamber, but he did not; appear. 
After tno Senate adjourned the House ^vas con- 
vened and tne journals were read. Immediately 
Mr. Hazeltme, chairman of tlie committee appointed 
to inquire into malfeasance in ofllce of any officers 
in the executive or judicial departments of the 
State, arose to a privileged question and submitted 
a report with articles or impeachment aaainst the 
Lieutenant Governor for high crimes and misde- 
meanor- because of his conduct in swearing Mr. 
Brooks as Senator over Mr. iieade. Objections were 
raised, that before taking his seat and beiorc the 
question had been 
stated by the Chair he 
moved the previous question, ana several members 
raised the point of order that the resolution could 
not be entertained now. but, under the rules, muafe 
be laia over lor one day. The Speaker, however, 
ruled all 
out 
of order, and, without per- 
mitting any members to say anything ordered tbe 
roll to oe called. The result was 3S to 39. So the 
previous question was not ordered. The people in 
the lobby and gallery immensely applauded when 
the result was arrived at. 
The House then adjourned until two o'clock to- 
morrow amid the wildest shouts of applause. 
Cheer aft-er cheer was raised in the hall and out- 
side, both among the members and among the 
spectators, 'ihis is the first defeat the Governor's 
party has yet sastaiued. From the present signs 
jou need not be surorisett to learn that all these 
troubles will end in "bloodshed. The passions of 
each party are strung to the highest pitch.
